Washington, Jan. 29 (AP)—Leg­ 
islation to set up machinery, pat­ 
terned on the national mediation 
act, to curb strikes on naval proj­ 
ects of all kinds was introduced 
today in the house. 
The measure would create a 
naval defense labor board and 
outlaw strikes on naval projects 
until 30 days after the board had 
filed a report as to the merits of

involved,

with recommendations for their 
solution. 
The bill, offered by Chairman 
Vinson (D-Ga) of the naval com­ 
mittee, was referred to his com­ 
mittee for consideration. 
It also 
would prohibit naval defense con­ 
tractors from making any change 
in the rates of pay or working 
conditions of their employes un­ 
til 30 days after the board’s report 
was filed.

FORMS FOR MAKING RETURNS 
Forms for filing returns of income 
for 1940 have been sent to persons 
w’ho flied returns last year. Failure 
to receive a form, however, does not 
relieve a taxpayer of his obligation 
to file his return and pay the tax 
on time on or before March 15 if 
the return is made on the calendar- 
year basis, as is the case with m ost 
individuals. 
Forms may be obtained upon re ­ 
quest. written or personal, from lite 
offices of collectors and from deputy 
collectors of internal revenue in tile 
larger cities and towns. A person 
I whose gross income for 1940 was 
I derived from salary, wages, divi- 
j deads, interest, and annuities, and 
was not in excess of $5,000, .should 
make his return on Form 1040-A A 
J person whose gross income was in 
excess of $5,000 or, regardless of 
am ount, • w'as derived from a busi­ 
ness, profession, rents, or sale of 
property is required to use Form 
1040. Failure to use the proper form 
presents difficulties to both the tax ­ 
payer and the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. Therefore, it is emphasized 
that a taxpayer who is liable for a 
return and is engaged in u bittiness 
or profession is required to use Form 
IMO. 
Tile return m ust be filed with the 
collector of internal for Ute district 
in which Hie taxpayer has his legal 
residence or principal place of busi­ 
ness on or before midnight of March 
15, 1941. The tux may be puid in 
full at the time of filing the return 
or in four equal installments, due 
on or before M ardi 15, June 15, 
September 15 aud December 15.

“DELILAH," by Marcus Goodrich; 
(Farrar & R inehart: $2.75). 
R ilA liC U S GOODRICH’S “Delilah" 
is close to an incredible per­ 
formance. It is, so far as I know, 
unique among novels of the last 
decade. Mr. Goodrich has been at 
least that long writing the book, 
incidentally, and for all I know he 
may be the same length of time 
writing its successor. His publisher 
says th a t the contract for "D elilah” 
was signed about the same time as 
the one for “Anthony 
Adverse,” 
and th a t they think it likely Mr. 
Goodrich had been at work for quite 
a spell before th at event. 
“Delilah” is a spirit, a force in 
the world, a siren, a slave-driver. 
Site also is a ship, one of those 
long, slim, m achinery-stuffed de­ 
stroyers W’hich have been running 
dangerous errands for our govern­ 
m ent for many years. We meet her 
in Mr. Goodrich’s novel about six 
m onths before the American dec­ 
laration of war in 1917, and leave 
her on the day word comes to the 
captain to send her (most likely)

But this does not tell why the 
novel is unique. This grows out of 
two considerations — the fact th a t 
the ship herself always Is the cen­ 
ter of the story, and the equally im ­

Mr. 
Goodrich 
lashes 
himself 
into 
offering 
his 
reader every single fact about every 
person aboard the ship. I have seen 
a good m any novels, and none has 
gone so minutely and carefully into 
the hum an m aterial it uses. For ex­ 
ample, the author uses thousands of 
words to make his reader under­ 
stand the curious and forbidden 
friendship between Lieutenant Fitz­ 
patrick and the seam an W arrington, 
brought together by their intellec­ 
tual differences and fed on W arring­ 
ton’s side by his obsession with 
women and his fanatic determ ina­ 
tion to resist the obsession. 
There are dozens of strange scenes. 
The people are all ordinary people 
made extraordinary by the fact that 
you learn everything about them. 
Tangles of tile wildest sort, such as 
the concluding one in which the wild 
Irishm an O ’Connel runs amok, are 
frequent. 
And finally, Mr. Goodrich has de­ 
veloped an involved technique of 
painting with layer upon layer of 
words which is peculiarly right for 
the Job he has done. I have no idea 
whether the general reader will like 
“Delilah,” but I was bowled over by 
the book.

th a t used to bf* common in flash­ 
lights and now sputters out of the 
incendiary bombs dropping on Euro­ 
pean cities. 
The photograph was 
made by the American Cyanamid 
company with an electron micro­ 
scope, the instrum ent which uses 
electrons instead of light and which 
can even 
m agnify clearly single 
molecules of the larger sizes. 
Tile smoke cube sizes differ tre ­ 
mendously. Some are sm aller than 
a big molecule and others thousands 
of times larger.

over the country by persons who

in 
Pennsylvania 
and 
want a certified copy’ of their birth 
certificate to prove their citizen- I 
ship.” 
- In the interest of expediting til is J 
work, Williams urged all persons 
employed in m anufacturing plants 
which 
are seeking or 
may seek 
national defense contracts to a p ­ 
ply now for a certified copy ot their 
birth certificate. 
However, as the bureau of vital 
statistics was not created until 19 )6. i 
anyone born prior to th at time in 
Pennsylvania carmot obtain a copy 
of their birth certificate from the 
bureau unless they are a war vet­ 
eran. 
In the case of war veterans 
born before 1906 the departm ent a t­ 
tem pts to obtain supporting arli- 
davits from the county officials in 
the county where the veteran was 
born 
Persons who are not war veter­ 
ans and were born prior to 1906 can 
obtain birth certificates only from 
the officials of the county in w hich j 
they were born, if such records arc 
available. Williams said.

Continued from first paee 
home in Kiphissia, a suburb of Ath­ 
ens. 
M etaxas’s death followed a throat 
operation. 
He had been ill since 
Saturday. 
No Change in Policy 
(Censorship forbade disclosure of 
the im m ediate cause of death, but 
diplomatic sources in Bern. Switz­ 
erland, said M etaxas died of heart 
disease.) 
King G eorge’s proclamation said 
he new governm ent would carry on 
with no change in policy, especially 
as it affected the war with Italy. 
Tile Greek people, the proclam a­ 
tion added, received ‘‘the sad news 
in calm anti with absolute confi­ 
dence in the king, and the govern­ 
m ent is decided to carry on the vic­ 
torious struggle.” 
M etaxas, a veteran soldier and 
m ilitary genius, had held dictatorial 
powers in the Greek goverm nW 
with the approval of the king since 
August 4. 1936. when he engineered 
the coup d'etat which gave his coun­ 
try an authoritarian regime. 
He was proclaimed “premier for 
life" on July 30. 1938. 
M ilitary 
men 
have 
given 
him 
much oi the credit for Greece’s suc­ 
cessful stan d against the Italian 
invasion, whicli began last October 
28 and was turned into a retreat into 
Albania. 
Early in his career, M etaxas was 
regarded in some quarters as some­ 
what "pro-G erm an,” but he repudi­ 
ated any such sympathies in his 
role as Greece's strong m an, and 
there was no doubt of his B ritish 
leanings after the European situ­ 
ation flared into open war in Sep­ 
tember 1939. 
Introduced Social Legislation 
Tile last vestige of opposition to 
his regime disapi>eared in February, 
1938, 
when 
several party 
leaders 
favoring a return to constitutional 
government were banished to Greek 
islands in the Aegean. 
He governed Greece with an iron 
discipline 
while 
carrying 
out 
a 
sweeping program of social legis­ 
lation, public works, land reclam a­ 
tion and road building 
He aimed at increasing Greece’s 
industrial activity, raising wages and 
bettering living conditions. 
M etaxas’ determ ination to pursue 
the war with Italy to a successful 
term ination with every resource at 
his country’s command was reflect­ 
ed in a statem ent issued January 4 
* Our aim is the free development 
of Greece and of her moral and 
! m aterial forces—not, of course at 
j the expense of other peoples,” he 
said. 
“We will not tolerate, either, peo- 
- pies who covet our rights to develop 
freely. 
These are the aims of the 
war which we are fighting and ior 
\ which we will fight until the end— 
that is to say the final victory which 
x x x will be ours."
